Chicago, Oct. 8.—W. .T. Bryan and 
W. H. Taft, rival candidates for the 
presidency of the United 8tates, met 
at the fourth annual banquet of the 
Chicago 
Association 
of 
Commerce. 
The meeting is said to have been the 
first of its kind since the Lincoln and 
Douglas campaign preceding the Civil 
war. 
Intense Interest In the meeting had 
been manifested since it first became 
known that the two candidates w ere 
to meet in public, and every seat in 
three banquet hallF at the Auditorium 
hotel, thrown together for the occa­ 
sion. was occupied when the first 
course was serv >d, save only a com­ 
modious chair res^’ved for Judge Taft. 
An ear-splitting shout gave warning 
of the arrival of Judge Taft. 
Mr. 
Bryan, in common with everyone else, 
arose and looked toward the entrance. 
A huge frame, moving like a ship 
amongst a 
swarm of tugs, was mov- i 
lng slowly up the narrow aisle be ! 
tween two tables. 
Those at a dis- i 
tance 
occasionally 
could 
catch 
a j 
glimpse of a smiling face, acknowledge- j 
ing greetings. 
A policeman in uni- i 
form and assistants in plain clothe« j 
aided in the progress of the distill- I 
gulshed guest. 
Mr. Bryan, who had 
paused in 
the destruction of some 
•art of a chop suey masquerading un­ 
der a French name, turned his head 
slowly as his political rival drew near, 
smiling slightly. 
Dramatic Moment Soon Over. 
The dramatic moment which had 
been anticipated with such deep inter 
est was soon over. 
Mr Bryan’s hand 
awaited that of Mr. Taft. 
A single 
lingering pressure, a word or so which 
none could overhear because of the 
tumult, and 
th** 
Republican 
leader 
passed on to a chair at the right cf 
Mr. Hall. 
The cheering continued for 
a minute or so after those at th r 
speakers’ table had taken their seats. 
At the first moment the noise sub 
sided, Mr. Bryan, leaning to one side 
and smiling broadlv. asked Mr. Taft 
if he “had a good day.” 
The display of friendliness on the 
part of the two candidates stirred the 
crowd to renewed cheering and words 
helnsr useless in the din. Mr. Taft 
stroked his throat for answer. 
Then 
Taft laughed and the applause in­ 
creased. 
“What is the m atter with Bill?” 
cried someou» In stentorian tones. 
“He’s all right.” 
“Who’s all ri<rht?” 
“Rill’s all right.** 
It took music by the orchestra and 
a song by the guests to restore a 
semblance of quiet. 
When talking in ordinary tones be 
came possible, the two candidates en­ 
tered into an animated conversation 
in which President Hall joined 
The speeches of both Mr. Taft and 
Mr. Bryan were not partisan. 
Thi« 
was in consonance with the wishes of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce, 
which Is a nonpartisan organization

The orchestra played inces 
santlv, working th** brasses and drums 
to ihe limit, hut the music was almost 
drowned in the babel of shouts and 
sones. 
“W e’re here because we’re here,” 
was a favorite. 
“Dixie” Inspired shrieks which ap­ 
parently were not for anybody, hut 
merely a symptom to the prevailing 
excitement. 
And through it all the two eandl 
dates labored with smiling fortitude 
signing their names. 
The tumult which hecan with the 
entranee of Mr. Taft lasted practical 
1y without cessation for forty-five min­ 
utes, with absolutely impartial 
Im­ 
pulse. 
The meeting of the two candidates 
for the presidency was a unique event 
ir political hi«torv. 
The candidate:', 
themselves realized that the event of 
their meeting was an extraordinary 
one. 
“When I first beean to run for the 
presidency,” said Mr Bryan, with an 
air 
that 
provoked 
much 
laughter, 
"there were no occasions of this kind.” 
“I have only begun to run for the 
presidency.” replied Mr. Taft, “and I 
am glad that I did begin when the 
political amenities are better under­ 
stood than when Mr. Bryan got his 
Rtart.” 
But notwithstanding the exchanges 
of pleasantries, there was an under­ 
lying seriousness in the speeches made 
by both men to the same audience. 
Mr Bryan made the issue of regu 
laDon of corporations but in advocat­ 
ing his ideas he did so with the w an­ 
ness of one who knew he was address­ 
ing an audience made up of the di­ 
rectors of corporations. 
Mr. T aft’s theory.* of the most im­ 
portant question before the public is 
that the courts must do equal and 
exact Justice to rich and poor alike. 
It was one of the striking features 
of the unusual occurrance of the meet­ 
ing of Mr. Taft and Mr. Bo'an that 
either could have made the speech of 
the other without offending ihe most 
partisan follower. 
With the conclusion of Mr. Taft’s 
speech the banquet ended. 
The can­ 
didates shook hands cordially and part­ 
ed, although they were delayed in 
leaving the hall by a rush of guests 
who wished to obtain their signatures.

Intense interest In the meeting had 
been manifested since it first became 
known that the two candidates were 
to meet in public, and every seat In 
three banquet halls at the Auditorium 
hotel, thrown together for the occa­ 
sion, was occupied when the first 
course was served, save only a com­ 
modious chair reserved for Judge Taft. 
An ear-splitting shout gave warning 
of the arrival of Judge Taft. 
Mr. 
Bryan, In common with everyone else, 
arose and looked toward the entrance. 
A huge frame, moving like a ship 
amongst a swarm of tugs, was mov­ 
ing slowly up the narrow aisle be­ 
tween two tables. Those at a dis­ 
tance 
occasionally 
could 
catch 
a 
glimpse of a smiling face, acknowledg­ 
ing greetings. A policeman in uni­ 
form and assistants in plain clothe* 
aided In the progress of the distin­ 
guished guest. 
Mr. Bryan, who had 
paused In the destruction of some 
Bort of a chop suey masquerading un­ 
der a French name, turned his head 
slowly aa hiR political rival drew near, 
smiling slightly. 
Dramatic Moment Soon Over. 
The dramatic moment which had 
been anticipated with such deep inter­ 
est was soon over.

A single 
lingering pressure, a word or so which 
none could overhear because of the 
tumult, and th** Republican leader 
passed on to a chair at the right cf 
Mr. Hall.
